1. To permit the applicant to designate and utilize its Devon-Donner 3 No. 1 Well as a substitute
unit well for HOSS A RA SUC and HOSS B RA SUC, at the location shown on the plats
submitted with the application, in exception to the well spacing provisions of Office of
Conservation Order No. 503-B-22, effective March 30, 1983.

2. To explicitly find that the abovesaid substitute unit well is in the interest of conservation and
is necessary to efficiently and economically drain a portion of the Hosston A and Hosston
B Zones, Reservoirs A, underlying HOSS A RA SUC and HOSS B RA SUC, which
cannot be efficiently and economically drained by any existing well in such units.

3. To permit the downhole combination of production from the Hosston A and Hosston B Zones,
Reservoirs A, with respect to any well drilled on HOSS A RA SUC and HOSS B RA SUC
in which the acreage and ownership interests are identical.

4. To consider such other matters as may be pertinent.

The Hosston A and Hosston B Zones, Reservoirs A were fully defined in Order No. 503, effective

May 19, 1960.
